We have ineurred the displeasnte—dire hate 

of the copperhead press of Victoria by so effee- 
- tually exposing their recent tergiversation snd 
political eccentricities. The Chronicle, especially, 
foamis'over with the most rancorous abuse of jus, 
resorting to the most childish devices in order 

- to vent its spleen, Well, as the conl-heayer said 
of his wife, ‘*it doesn’t hurt oi an’ it pleases she.” 
We don’t know. that we coold enjoy a higher 
compliment than to be the object of thé yirulent 
“attacks of that sheet. It never stdod very high 
with the right-thinking-pablic'of either colony, 
but now that the ouly particle of principle which 
it ever possessed has been, bought, out by the 
party whose hited organ it has become, there. is 
no longer any restraint upon its evlumns, ahy 
‘bounds to its indulgence. ‘* Let it rip.” If it 
cannot accomplish any. guod itis certainly power- 
less for harm. ° With the Colonist it is, however, 
a little different. That paper, which bag always 
kept the lead, and exerted more political influence 
than all its local contemporaries pat together, 
has, for the la3t twelve months or 80, been cdn- 
ducted with rather more than ordinary ‘ability, 
at least sO far as its editorial department is edn- 
cerned. It is not, therefore, without regret that 
we have observed a decided change recently 
coming over that sheet, which is véry far from 
being calculated to-iticrease its influence either at 
home or. abroad. Iu his over-zeal to bring about 
a union with this colony the Editor of that paper 
has resorted to the ignuble expedient of} misrep. 
resenting our Government, misconstruing onr 
laws, and endeavoring to suw the: seeds of dis 
content and sedition amongst the mining popula- 
tion of British Colambia. His attempt to preja- 
dice the miners, as a class, against the’ present 
administration is most unwarrantable. The mi- 
hers are asked to believe that taxes ate being 
multiplied and revenue expended without the 
slightest regard to their rights and ipterests. 
If the miners will take the trouble to analyze the 
‘Estimates they will readily perceive that, after 
deducting the Civil List, a large proportion of 
the revenue is proposed: to be expended for their 
especial benefit. And even the Civil List, altho

. pers uinder that head, is, to. a large extent, an ex- 
.penditare on their account. The fact is the new 
tariff is being used as a mere bug-bear for the 
purpose of exciting prejudice in the minds of 
that class of our population ; for, notwithstand- 
ing all that has-appeared in the Victoria papers 
to the contrary, it will not increase the | miner's 
taxation by one-hundredth part of p cent, That 
- | tariff has been based upon the most careful and 
“|matare calculation, made by minds at least as as- 
tute as those composing the Victoria Legislatore, 
‘and the export tax upon. gold—a measure the 
equity of which even these agitators are compel- 
led to admit—has been levied for the pntpose of 
meeting the contemplated falling off in the reve- 
nue hitherto derived from customs duties, That 
there will be.a falling off in that. branch pf. reve- 
nué with direct trad@ there can be nv doubt ; 
and that we are about to enjoy di de none 
' know better than these same Victorians, to their 
present disquiet and prospecti¥e cost. The Col- 
| onist makes a very awkward attempt at throwing 
ridicule upon our statement that, under the new 
tariff and with direct trade, we shall have our 
supplies laid down 50 per cent. cheaper than un- 
,der the old tariff with Victoria for. our market. 
We would remind our contemporary that he bim- 
self supplied us with those same figutes, a short 
time ago, while seeking to impress upon ‘thé peo- 
ple of Victoria the value of British Golanibia 
tride to them, and the necessity of resorting to 
anion Upyn any terms, as the only means of re. 
taining that trade, It is'a simple enough propo- 


sition that if our trade is worth 50 per cent. to |- 


| Victoria, to bring it direct here would be to save 
that percentage to this colony ; for it cannot be 
suecessfally shown that goods cannot ‘be laid 
down as cheaply in New Westminster as in Vic- 
toria. .

We mentioned about a fortnight ago that a 
petition had been) sent to His Excellency the 
Governor, praying that all Chinese miners should 
be compelled to take out licenses. The following 
is His Excellency’s reply, which, it, will be ob- 
served, gives rather anew complexion to the 
whole question :— 

| Coronray, Secretary's. Orricg, 
New Westminster, 8th March, 1865. 

GentLemen,—I am directed by the Governor 

to acknowledge the receipt of your petition, 
pal se that Chinamen may be compelled to pay 
4 tax of one pound sterling a year for the privi- 
lege of mining. 

In reply I am to inform you that Her Majes- 
ty’s instractions expressly prohibit the Governor 
from assenting to “ any Ordinance whereby per-
